A  Loan  Exhibition  of  works  in  Black  and  White  was  held 
in  1912.  That  exhibition  was  intended  to  offer  the  oppor- 
tunity of  studying,  by  means  of  such  examples  as  were 
available,  all  the  important  methods  of  production  of  such 
works.  The  collection  had  very  great  historical  interest 
because  it  included  examples  of  all  the  schools  and  all  the 
methods.  The  present  Exhibition  is  not  a  repetition  of  the 
former.  It  is  on  a  somewhat  smaller  scale  in  respect  to  the 
number  of  works  exhibited  and  it  has  no  pretensions  to  the 
comprehensive  character  of  the  former  exhibition.  In  re- 
spect to  artistic  excellence,  this  is  probably  of  a  higher  order 
than  formerly,  because  of  the  absence  of  a  definite  historical 
plan:  and  because  pains  have  been  taken  to  secure  fine,  in 
preference  to  numerous  examples,  while  works  of  merely 
historical  importance  have  been  excluded.
